Ruins, Threatening Death to 
. the Rescuers of Those Buried Under 
the Bricks and Mortar—Incidents of 


the Calamity—Cause of the Collapse. 


Fort Scorr, Kan., Jane 26,—The Tremon 
Hotel is in ruins. Without a sign or inkling 
of warning the four-story building collapsed 
like an egg-shell at 9:80 this morning. 

At that hour while over 100 persons were 
pursuing their avocations within the build. 
ing, the east wall parted from the other 
sides ofthe structure, and with the three 
floors above the street level, crushed in a 
shapeless mass to the ground. 

A moment after the awful crash fire bells 
were ringing an alarm and the fire depart- 
ment and police force were on the ground to 
render assistance in the work of rescue, 

The hotel was four stories in height and 
built of brick, The east wall fell outwrad 
into the street, almost biocking the thor- 
oughfare, and rendering access to the mass 
of ruins, caused by the fall of the floors, dim · 
cult. 

The north, south and west walls remained 
nearly erect, but every moment seemed on 
the eve of toppling over into the heap of 
ruins on the ground floor ot the hotel. The 
roof did not fall, but hung like an ominous 
cloud over the ruins below. 

THE ALARM SOUNDED. 

The excitement was great. Within a few 
minutes after the sounding of the alarm 
thousanas of people crowded the adjacent 
streets. Clinging to the windows of the walls 
that remained standing were a number of 
persons. Their cries for help were pitiful 
and were soon answered by the prompt ac- 
tion of the relief squad, who quickly ran up 
ladders against the already toppling walls 
and riskea their own lives to save those in 
such deadly peril. 

in this way twenty-seven persons were 
gaved, although the walls swayed in the 
wind as hardy rescuers descended the 
ladders with the rescued. 
tunately no fire broke out and a score 

volunteered to begin removing the 
debris on the ground floor in the hope of 
gaving the lives of those who it was sup- 
posed were buried under the mass of wrecked 
flooring and furniture. 

FEARED A GREATER DISASTER. 

But the willing worvers were restrained 
from their attem} for a time by 
city officials, who red every moment 
that the three walls still standing would 
topple over and add another list of victims, 
tothe calamity. Thenthe roof creaked and 
sank lower with each breath of wind that 
passed over the ill-fated building. 

When the crash came, as stated above, 
there were fully 100 persons in the various 
parts of the building, and at first it was feared 
tnat a large number of these had perisheds, 
but fortunately the calamity was not 80 
great as had been feared. Wher the builld- 
ing gave way most of those on the 
ground floor made their escape to 
the street and nearly all the 
occupants of the second managed to get out 
through tbe windows to the street below. 


TAKEN OUT OF THE RUINS. 
Despite the efforts of officials to prevent 
fescuers from draving the peril of the 
cracked walls and overhanging roof a num- 
ber of men succeeded in taking 
two persons out of the debris. The 
frst one taken out was a servant 
who had been recently employed in the ho- 
tel, Susie Colwell. she js badly bruised, 
but may recover. Bhe lives in 
Kincade, Kan., and has but recently 
come to fort Scott. She was stunned and 
wnconsdous. she was taken to the hospital. 
The nexi taken out was Miss Ida Morgan,also 
an empic of the hotel. Miss Morgan is 
seriously injured and will hardly recover. 
She wat on the fourth floor when the 
crash cae, and when found was buried un- 
der a mag of brick and mortar. 


FOUR OR FIVE KILLED.

ENOOUNTER WITH THE ROBBER,

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PENITENTIARY ABUSES. 

The authorities gf the State of Missouri 
cannot afford to ignore the published com- 
plaint of convicts confined in the peniten- 
tiary at Jefferson City. The story told by 
James Sprague, the recently discharged 
prisoner, is corroborated in its main 
charges by a number of other prisoners 
and the conduct of the penitentiary au- 
thorities in his case was certainly sug- 
gestive of something radically wrong in 
the management. 

The evidence points to the concluggpn 
that insanity is promoted if not actually 
caused by bad treatment. To confine a 
perfectly sane man in a ‘‘solitary’’ for any 
length of time, as in the Johnson case, 
will certainly weaken him mentally, but 
to apply the same treatment to persons 
who are already weak minded cannot but 
produce the most deplorable results. The 
solitary cells are dark, damp and dreary. 
The sun seldom penetrates them and the 
victim is unable to take the slightest exer- 
cise in them caleulated to keep him in or- 
dinary good health. Lashing and tricing 
seem to be too frequent and are too often 
inflicted upon those whose condition 
renders them least able to bear such severe 
punishments. 

Of course convict stories must be taken 
with some grains of allowance. We are 
not in the habit of accepting their state - 
ments as the truth until backed up by un- 
tainted evidence. But in this instance cir- 
cumstances lend credibility to the charges 
which the conduct of the wardens does not 
weaken. 

If the management is just and humane 
the authorities have nothing to fear from 
an investigation, and should not only not 
oppose it but insist upon it. Suspicion 
will only be deepened if any obstacle is 
thrown in the way of the inquiry, whith 
eannot possibly hurt any innocent official. 
In the interest of common humanity the 
truth should be madé known without de- 
lay.

A PROFITABLE INVASION. 

The Kansas City Times has been thrown 
into a spasm of fear by the following para- 
graph from the Trangcript of Norman, 
Oo. . 

Kansas City and St. Louis hive at last be- 
gun 4 fight for Oklahoma’s trade, a fight that 
in the end will probably be to the conimercial 
benefit of this country. St. Louis people 
have been a trifie slow in realizing the mag- 
nitude of the trade of Oklahoma, but now 
that they are beginning to appreciate it 
their efforts to secure and retain it may help 
our people to secure recognition in matters 
of mutual interest. 


The Times hotly resents the suggestion 
that there can be any ‘‘mutual interest’’ 
which will be furthered by what it is 
pleased to call a St. Louis ‘‘invasion’’ of 
Oklahoma. It makes strenuous efforts to 
demonstrate that Oklahoma andthe In- 
dian Territory are the peculiar commer- 
cial domains of Kansas City, which it 
would be unrighteous and foolish for St. 
Louis to invade or for the people of that 
section to enebdurage St. Louis to invade. 
It remarks: ‘*The people of that section of 
the Southwest are not acquainted with St. 
Louis, they have no sympathies in com- 
mon with that city and they are not 
closely connected with it by railroads.’’ 

The Kansas City people's fear of an in- 
vasion of Oklahoma by St. Louis is well 
grounded. They know the present vilue 
and the possibilities of Oklahoma and In- 
dian Territory trade. They know that 
Oklahoma is anxious to secure a St. Louis 
‘‘invasion’’ atid that mutual“ interests 
could be greatly furthered thereby at great 
damage to Kaneas City interests. They 
know that when St. Louis makes a practi- 
cal effort:to ‘‘invade’’ Oklahoma, she will 
capture a large amount of the trade of that 
territory, which Kansas Oity can only get 
through St. Louis inactivity. 

The rebuke of the Transcript is well 
merited by St. Louis. Wehave been slow

The experiment in street sprinkling has 
practically convinced the people that all 
public work of a similar nature should 
be performed by the municipality. 
Therd can be no question but that this is 
the proper solution of the garbage collec- 
tion difficulty. The work could then be 
adjusted to the changing needs of the city. 
It would be done more thoroughly and at 
less cost. The responsibility for it could 
be fixed. Before entering into any con- 
tract fora term of years with any private 
party the authorities should endeavor to 
devise aplan by which the city can as- 
sume the work and thus free itself perma- 
nently from the trouble, cost and unsatis- 
factory results inevitably flowing from 
dealings with a monopolistic contractor.

AGAINST OUR PRINCIPLES. 


Mr. George Kennan’s remarks on the 
Russian treaty are made with a full knowl- 
edge of Russian legal methods and may be 
accepted as conclusive against not only the 
existing treaty but agdinst any extradition 
arrangement with that Government. He 
says: 

Supposing a Russian fugitive wéfe arreste d 
here on some charge specified in the treaty 
as extraditabie. He would be taken to Russia. 
As soon as he left our shores this country’s 
interest would end. We have no right to in- 
tor tere, because the treaty sala we must give 
the prisoner up and our country bad agreed 
toit. The prisoner would be taken to Russia 
And there tried in court, but of what real 
value would the trial be? He might die in 
prison. He might be executed, or might be 
séfitenced to Siberla. Our country would 
never khow it, because the papers in Russia 
are under a censorship of the most rigid kind. 
Ifany of them should speak unfavorably of 
Russian justice they would be forced to sus- 
pend publication. 

This covers the ground; and under the 
forgery clause there is no reason why the 
Czar should not get any refugee he wants, 
take him back to Russia and send him to 
Siberia or hang him. The world would be 
none the wiser.- This treaty is a violation, 
a repudiation of the very idea of per- 
sonal liberty on which American institu- 
tions aré founded. It should not be 
allowed to stand 4 day aftér the six months 
necessary before its abrogation can be 
procured, and noties to that effect should 
be given the Russian Government without 


another hour’s delay.

Officials See No Canse for the Prevailing 
Panicky Feeling— A Baltimore Banker’s 
Remark — Public Measure ot Cle ve · 
land's Cabinet Officers—Greabam the 
Most Popular. 


— June 2%.—Two months ago 
when the shipment of gold to Europe was re- 
sewed and. it began to appear certain that 
the available gold in the Treasury would fall 
below the one hundred million limit there 
was wide discussion among finaticters as to 
the financial condition, of the country, and 
the Treasury in particular, reguiting in the 
expression of a great mauy daifferent opin- 
ions and almost as many suggestions. Per- 
haps the most remafdable of these expres- 
sions was the one uttered by a prominent 
banker of Baltimore. He was asked if the 
banks of that city would tender gold tothe 
Treasury. He said that in bis opinion they 
would not, He added: 

The Treasury of the United States ts ina 
hole. Let it get out of it as dest it can. If 
the banks were ia a hole the Treasury would 
not come to their rescue, and I do not see 
why the banks should how come to the res- 
cue of the Treasury. 

This utterance was based on an utterly 
fallacious view of the Treasury. While the 
Treasury performs some of the fundtions of a 
bank, its chief function is to receive and pay 
out money on behalf of the people of the 
United States. If no money should be paid 
in, none, of course, could be paid out, and if 
a smaller amount be paid in than is required 
to be paid out, the Treasury would either 
have to cease its payments or borrow money 
wherewith to make them. The Treasury, in 
short, is the fiscalagentof the peaple of the 
United States. Tosay, then, that the Treas- 
ury is in a hole is simply to say that the peo- 
ple of the United states are in a hole. The 
Treasury has no independent, individ- 
ual existence in the sense that 
an ordinary dank has, It was 
institated for an entirely aifferent purpose. 
A bank is organized and conducted solely to 
make a profit for its stocknolders. The Treas- 
ury was instituted simply to receive the 
money paid by the people under various 
forms of taxation and to pay it out again to 
the creditors of the Government, the Gov- 
ernment simply being the peoplein their 
organized capacity. When for any reason 
the Treasury falls to reeeive as much money 
as the needs of the Goverament require, ft fs 
authorized by the people, acting through 
their representatives in Congress, to borrow 
money, this being done by the sale of bonds, 
which are simply interest-bearing time 
notes. 

Every bond, every greenback, every Treas- 
ury note, every silver certificate, every gold 
certificate, every currency certificate, is 
imply the evidences of a debt of the Treas. 
ury, the Government or the people in their 
organized capacity, to some of the people or 
citizens of other countries It the Treasury, 
therefore, should ever get into a hole so deep 
that it could act get out it would simply 
mean that the people of the United States in 
thelr organized capacity could not pay their 
own indebtedness to themselves in their indi- 
‘vidual Gapactties. Bat the Treasury itself, 
eonsidered for a moment as an individual 
institution, would not de in a hole; it would 
still be where it always was, ready to receive 


money when the people had it to pay and to 
pay it out in turn to the cfgditors of the

FOR THE DELAY. ; 


What the Judge Who Presided Over the 
Rece Thinks of the Contest-Owner 
Cushing's Olose-Fistedness—The Base 
Ball World—Cycling—General Sport- 
ing News. 


Judge Joseph J. Burke, who graduated from 
aturf writer into a turf official, puts his 
opinion of the derby on paper as follows: 

**Boundless’ victory was in one sense pub- 
lic form, for a colt who could give Morello 80 
good a race as did Boundless in the Chicago 
Derby last Saturday undoubtedly ‘‘figured’’ 
ashaving a chance. On the other hand, 
Clifford's races at Latonia seemed to point to 
him as not alone the best public performer, 
but also one of the most ‘‘seasoned’’ horses 
in the race. 1hen take St. Leonards’ wen- 
authenticated trials with his stable compan- 
ion, Chorister (the latter a winner in good 
company, mino you), and we have three 
strong contending interests, added to the 
early prestige of Lockout, and the glamor 
which surrounded Don Alonzo’s defeat of 
Rainbow at Morris Park. 

But all calculations were upset by the un- 
fortunate delay at the post. There is no 
doubt that the fact that they were riding for 
the greatest ;- year - old race of the year had 
its effect on the minds of the jockeys. If they 
had any common sense they must have 
realized that a delay such as that in the 
Derby meant death to the chances of nearly 
all. The most likely to suffer by it were just 
such horses as St. Leonards and Strathrose, 
both of whom had notrunthis year. The 
delay undoubtedly killed St. ‘Leonards’ 
chances, and the one remarkable feature of 
this grand colt was his great fight for the 
place when he disposed of Clifford. 

Boundless, being a light-fleshed colt, did 
not waste“ as much at the post as did 
some ofthe others. The pace throughout. 
while not phenomenal, was remarkably good 
when the long delay is taken into account. 
Of the beaten lot, the poor display of Don 
Alonzo was somewhat of a surprise, though 
as long ago as last April, when he ran at 
Elizabeth, i thought that his action debarred 
him from being a genuine stayer. Mr. 
Gideon, owner of Ramapo, felt very mach 
disappointed at that colt’s performance, as- 
sorting that he would not have spent so 
much time and money in bringing him to 
Chicago if he had not shown something to 
warrant it. Of the others G. W. Johnson 
ran as disappointingly as St. Croix ran well. 
Ohorister was much interfered with several 
times, finished astrong fourth, and would 
have beaten Clifford for third place in an- 
other 100 yards. Aldebaran ran an excellent 
race for nine furlongs. 

On the whole, all things considered, this 
year’s derby, while won easily at the end, 
was an excellent race nearly throughout. 
Onefeature connected with it was that the 
three placed colts were winners only late in 
the fall of their 2-year-old careers. 

FELIX CARR WAS IN FORM. 

Hawthorne closed its gates Friday after 
eleven months of uninterrupted racing, ever 
since the close ofWashington Park’s meeting 
last July. During the spring meeting, which
